Proposition to Change Primary-Dat- e

From August to First
Tuesday in May Requires
Candidates to Make Deposits
Before Filing.
Jefferson City, Mo., March 29.

The Joint Committee on Revision of

the Statutes has adopted the main
features of an act making changes
in the primary election law intro-

duced early iD the session by Sen-

ator Stark, of Pike.
The more important changes in

the old law are: The time for hold-

ing the primary is changed from
August to the first Tuesday in May;
the petition feature is dispensed
wi.h entirely, something all the
candidates at thelast primary voted
unanimously to be a costly nuisance
and of no value.

In place of petitions, candidates
are required to file written declara-
tions at least sixty days prior to
the primary. This declaration must

Thousands of Cattle Being
Taken To Grasscovered

Ranges.
On Thursday, March 25, the

Frisco began the work of moving

3,5000 car loads of cattle which will

be shipped from Texas to the graz-

ing grounds of Oklahoma. From

six to ten train loads of live stock

will be moved daily for the next

thirty days from Fort Worth and

Brady to Sapulpa, Tulsa and other

points in Oklahoma. The company

has arranged to handle this stock

on very fast schedule, moving it a

distance of 325 miies in fifteen to

sixteen hours. Cars are being as
sembled to the shipping points from

various places along the system,

and there will be an ample supply.

Before the panic the company

brought 1,000 new stock cars and
tbey will be used in the cattle ship-

ments.
Alter the live stock is pastured

they will be shipped to the St. Ltu-i- s

markets in July, August and

during the tail months, most of it

passing through Springfield
Springfield Leader.

residence, office sought, party, and
a declaration to the effect that i

the candidate is nominated, he will
qualify.

Each candidate, save for town-

ship offices, prior to filing declara-
tion papers, shall pay to the Treas-
urer of the State or County Commit- -

:tee of the political party to which
he belongs, on the following scale:
If a Slate Candidate, or a candidate
tor Judge ot one of the courts of ap-

peal, $100: for Congress, $50; for
Circuit Judge or State Senator, $25;
for member ot the lower house of

the Legislature or county office, $10.

The money shall be used as an
expense fund, and shall be exempt
from the provisions of the corrupt
practices act. Independent candi-

dates, who have no party organiza-
tions, as here described, shall pay-t-

the State or County Treasurer,
as the case may be. No candidate
can file tor more than one party
nomination.

This act repeals the primary-la-

of 1907, although the greater
part of the latter is ed in
the Stark bill. It will be observed
that under the terms of this law po-

litical campaigns will open in Mis-

souri three months earlier than
under the old law.
